The curators, after a careful in­ 
vestigation of the complaint, adopt­ 
ed 
resolutions 
declaring 
tho 
j charges false and expressing full 
I confidence in President Hill. 
It was brought 
out 
that 
tho 
charges were declared to be due 
to personal grievances on the part 
of Dr. Frank G. Nifong, a surgeon 
of this city, and J 
Kelly Wright, 
who is employed by the state board 
of agriculture. 
The resolution freeing Dr. Hill 
of the charges was offered by Dr. 
S. L. Baysioger, of Rolla, tho only 
member of the board present who 
was a member when Dr. Hill was 
elected president. 
The findings of the curators fol­ 
lows: 
“After giving all who desired to 
be heard an opportunity to come 
before the board, and after a care­ 
ful and painstaking investigation, 
the board of curators 
finds 
that 
there is no basis on or justification 
for the charges presented; there­ 
fore .be it 
“Resolved. That the board of cu­ 
rators of the University 
of 
Mis­ 
souri hereby expresses its utmost 
confidence in the educational abib 
ity .leadership and methods of the 
president of the university, tinder 
whose administration 
the 
institu­ 
tion has steadily grown in attend­ 
ance and improved in the character 
of its work and its standing among 
the great educational institutions 
of the country.” 
H. B. McDaniel, 
a 
Springfield 
banker, one of the curators, said 
before the morning session began: 
“All of the m atter heard by the 
board last night merely added ('on 
Urination to our conviction that the 
charges are groundless and mere 
camouflage to disguise the real per­ 
sonal motives behind the fight on 
Dr. Hill. 
Although the moving spirit be­ 
hind the complaint is Dr. Frank G. 
Nifong, a Columbia surgeon, prob­
